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EDUCATION IN YUGOSLAVIA 
EDITOR'S NOTE 


As at the same period last year, Education Abstracts is devoting a whole number to a country 
in which the spirit and organization of education have radically changed since World War II. In 
order to give the non-Yugoslav reader a broad view of developments in Yugoslav education since 
1945, as reflected in books and periodicals published in Yugoslavia, we sought the co-operation of 
Mrs. Slavka Kratki, head of a Belgrade secondary school. In accordance with the practice adopted 
in connexion with publications issued by Unesco for information purposes, she alone is responsible 
for the introduction, the choice of works and articles reviewed (Sections I and II) and the selected 
list of educational journals (Section III). The abstracts contained in Sections I and II were drafted 
on the basis of a considerable volume of notes communicated to us by Mrs. Kratki. 





INTRODUCTION 


The rapid development of education and the success attending teaching in Yugoslavia are due 
to the transformation of social conditions in a country whose people, during its struggle for na- 
tional liberation, fought not only to defeat the foreign invader but also to secure a better and more 
equitable organization of society, through the founding of a peopie's system of government. 


The people, which is now master of its own political, economic, social and cultural destiny, 
considered from the start that cne of its essential tasks was to promote education and culture. The 
authorities were accordingly concerned, immediately after the liberation, to restore what, in the 
fields of education and instruction, had been laid in ruins by the war. 


Pre-war Yugoslavia, with its 45. 2% of illiterates, was one of the most backward countries in 
Europe. However, there were marked regional differences in the development of schools and in 
the general level of instruction: whereas in certain parts of Bosnia and Herzegovina the propor- 
tion of illiterates amounted to almost 72.6%, Slovenia could bear comparison with many couniries 
of Western Europe. On the other hand, certain minorities (the Albanians, for instance) had no 
schools at all; and an entire people, the Macedonians, were even denied existence as a nation. 


The schools, which were already inadequately and unequally developed, were gravely effected 
by the war: 14% of those existing were completely destroyed, and 36% seriously damaged. Cer- 
tain regions suffered more heavily than others, according to the violence of the fighting: in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, for instance, only 13% of the school buildings remained utilizable after the war. 
The situation was the same with regard to school furniture, textbooks and other equipment. 


In spite of the great lack of school premises and equipment, systematic efforts, inspired by a 
spirit of keen rivalry, were made immediately after the liberation to educate the people. The ma- 
terial situation of education has rapidly improved, thanks to important financial grants, and to the 
co-operation and enthusiasm of the entire population. New schools have been constructed in large 
numbers; many old schools have been renovated and adapted to modern needs. Several workshops 
Specializing in the manufacture of school furniture and equipment have been established. Nume- 
rous textbooks have been published. 


As to teaching staff, its members, severely hit during the war, have proved insufficient in 
number despite their heroic devotion to their task. Consequently, special courses for primary 
teachers, a new type of teacher training school (where the length of studies has been temporarily 
reduced to three years), higher teacher training schools, and faculties of arts and science have 
been established. 


The increase in the number of schoolchildren has been so rapid that, in 1950-51, the large 
classes of the osmoletka (eight-year school) had three and a half times more pupils than before 
the war; and the large classes of the secondary schools are at least double their pre-war size. 


The rapid development of the Yugoslav economy has necessitated the establishment of new vo- 
cational schools at the primary and secondary levels, as well as technical schools for training 
young workers in the skilled trades. It is in schools of this category that the increase of pupils 
has been most marked: in fact, the number of technical school pupils is five or even six times 
greater than it was during the pre-war period. 
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Apart from school education proper, numerous courses have been established (courses for 
illiterates, courses of general education, vocational courses). In order to raise the educational 
and cultural level of the masses, the most varied methods are employed: lectures, cultural and 
artistic activities, health campaigns, etc. Rural people's universities and workers! universities 
have been established, as well as numerous cultural, artistic and sports associations, and socie- 
ties for child welfare and education. The leading social and political organizations - such as the 
People's Front, the Women's Anti-Fascist Front and the Popular Youth Movements - have played 
a decisive part in all activities in the field of popular education. 


Such a rapid development of education was bound to be attended by certain structural defects, 
Since 1945, the educational system has been made uniform in accordance with the democratic spi- 
rit which must inspire education. The object of education is to train the new man of today - a 
courageous man, with clear ideas on nature and society, and a conception of the world conforming 
to the principles of dialectical materialism. In spite of this renovation of its substance, objec- 
tives and spirit, education has, in general, maintained its traditional forms; hence the need for 
adjustments which, frequently effected in haste, often require further readjustments in their turn, 
Over and above these minor changes, the need is felt for a radical reorganization of education, A 
vast survey and detailed discussions, in which not only the educational profession but the entire 
nation participated, have made it possible to collect ample documentation for a thorough examina- 
tion of this problem, 


The evolution of social democracy and the transfer to the people of certain functions formerly 
exercised by the State require the adoption of new forms of administration for educational estab- 
lishments, A resolution adopted in 1950 by the 3rd Plenary Session of the Central Committee of 
the Yugoslav Communist Party indicates that the question of school administration methods must 
be solved by progressive democratization and by the granting of independence to the subordinate 
agencies, The structural reform of educational institutions and administrative services has thus 
led to the establishment of bodies dependent on both the State and the community and to an increase 
in the importance of the teachers' councils in their respective schools. A new evolution of social 
relations in Yugoslavia has resulted in a larger measure of direct participation by citizens in 
school administration. The methods used in this collective administration at present form the 
subject of studies, experiments and discussions. 


The new spirit and the political content of modern education concern not only professional 
educators but also statesmen; that is why such outstanding statesmen as Bakaric, Mosa Pijade 
and Kardelj frequently concentrate, in their speeches, interviews and declarations, on educational 
problems. The President of the Republic, Marshal Tito, admirably defined the attitude of states- 
men towards the school when he declared at a meeting: ‘All those who consider that no one has 
the right to concern himself with the education of children and young people, because this is the 
sole prerogative of those who have been given a mandate to do whatever they deem fit, are mis- 
taken, The social community is the first called upon, as well as the most suited, to direct the 
education of our young people."

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SECTION I 
BASIC WORKS

This publication gives an account of the main work done by the first Conference of Edu- 
cators of Serbia, Voivodina and Kosmet, held in October 1945. It reproduces the text of six 
reports as well as that of the resolution adopted by the Conference. 


The first report, drawn up by Mitra Mitrovic, defines the principal tasks of national 
education during the period of renovation and socialist construction. After indicating the ex- 
tent of the damage caused by the occupying forces to educational and cultural institutions, the 
report appeals to all educators to co-operate in a vast campaign against illiteracy, and for 
raising the cultural level of the masses, restoring and constructing schools and implement- 
ing the principle of compulsory schooling. It devotes particular attention to the education of 
women, who, in pre-war Yugoslavia, were culturally more backward than the men. Lastly, 
it examines methods of placing education at the service of the national economy, raising the 
level of professional knowledge and developing the political consciousness of the masses. 


Discussing the unification of the school system, Kosta Grubacic points out that this is an 
essential condition of democratization. Contrary to what took place in pre-war Yugoslavia, 
education must provide complete instruction for every child and every citizen without distinc- 
tion of class, sex, nationality or religion. Two diagrams give a graphic representation of 
the unified school system, 


Stana Tomasevic's report on youth organizations and the school gives a general outline 
of the structure of the Yugoslav Anti-Fascist Youth Federation and of its responsibilities to- 
wards the schools: to safeguard the pupils' material rights; and to facilitate the develop- 
ment of cultural life and physical training, the functioning of the people's universities, and 
the raising of the level of the :technical and professional knowiedge of young people and the 
masses, Dealing with the educative réle of the Pioneers! Federation, the author describes 
the origin, programme, characteristics and working methods of this organization. He de- 
fines the tasks of those - educators and non-educators - called upon to work with and for 
children, He emphasizes the need to publish books for children, organize their leisure and 
provide them with games, exhibitions and shows of an educational and recreative nature. 


Dr. Sinisa Stankovic sets forth the main tasks of the People's Front in the national edu- 
cation campaign: the eradication of illiteracy, particularly among the female population; the 
establishment of libraries, reading rooms, cultural centres, people's universities; the in- 
creasing of scientific and professional staff; and lastly, the political education of the masses, 
in order to make them familiar with the rights, duties and responsibilities of each citizen 
and to contribute to the emancipation of the people. 


The reports by Pavle Radoman and Brarko Rakic deal respectively with the structure and 
rdle of the trade unions in general, and of the Educators! and Employees' Associations in par- 
ticular, The first of these reports compares the past and present functions of the trade 
unions: the interests of manual and intellectual workers, clos7ly grouped together in the 
same trade unions, are now to be identified with those of the country itself, and the tasks of 
renovation and construction confronting the entire people are also the tasks of the trade 
unions, Pointing out the shortcomings of the training given to educators in pre-war Yugosla- 
via as regards their relations with the masses, Branko Raki¢ maintains that the trade union 
should serve them as a complementary school in the fields of political, social, vocational and 
economic education, Educators must be able tc familiarize themselves with all problems pe- 
culiar to the sphere in which they live, and, through their work acquire a sense of their res- 
ponsibilities towards the people. The educator must not be merely a "school-teacher"; he 


must also be an instructor of the people. He must co-ordinate his work with that of the anti- 


Fascist youth movements, with a view to strengthening the bonds that unite them with the 
. 


workers and the peasants, 
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As to the final resolution of the Conference, it clearly defines the principles of the po- 
licy to be followed, in the new Yugoslavia, in the fields of education and culture,

This publication groups together all the documents presented to the first Federal Confe- 
rence on Primary Education (Belgrade, January 1948), which was attended by teachers and 
educational experts from all the federated republics. 


The introduction, written by Dr. Kosta Gruba¢ic, gives an account of the progress 
achieved in the field of educational reform, Education is not yet sufficiently impregnated 
with the doctrines of socialist construction; it is not directed systematically enough towards 
the training of the new man of today, and it is not yet free from vestiges of the dogmatic and 
moralizing teaching of the past. There are too few textbooks which reflect the new socialist 
realities and prepare children to become the builders of socialism, Noting the work under- 
taken by the Federal Committee for Education and Science towards establishing greater unity 
between school organization, curricula, methods and textbooks, the author draws attention 
to the progress achieved in connexion with the teaching of the three R's and the choice of sub- 
jects for school readers; he expresses satisfaction at the publication in the near future of 
specialized periodicals for the use of teachers of various subjects, and of a whole series of 
educational journals (see Section III below). 


This general introduction gives a resumé of the main reports which follow; their res- 
pective subjects and authors are: "Organization and functioning of the primary schools" 
(Mladen Koritnik); "Primary education curricula and syllabuses" (Franc Ostanek); "Pri- 
mers, readers and grammars for primary schools" (Edo Weihnache); "The teaching of na- 
tural history and geography" (Milan Mirkovi¢é); 'The teaching of natural history in primary 
schools" (Radovan Teodosi¢). 


The following documents are contained in an annex to the work: the resolutions adopted 
by the Conference; an outline of the curricula and syllabuses for primary education and for 
the first cycle of secondary education; directives for teaching the three R's and drafting 
readers; and statistics on the evolution of primary schools (including minority schools) up to 
the school year 1947-1948.

This work contains the reports presented to the Conference of directors of secondary 
schools and teacher training schools of the People's Republic of Croatia (Zagreb, 18-24 April 
1948). In his report, "Aims and tasks of secondary education", Velimir Silevinec indicates 
that the solution to every educational problem must have regard to what is needed for building 
up a socialist society. The latter requires citizens possessing sound knowledge, particularly 
scientific knowledge, of a high standard, and who are capable of forming accurate ideas about 
life and the world. Only those who have received a broad general training can contribute to 
social progress; consequently, the whole of education must be directed towards that end. 


In his report, 'The fundamental problems of teaching", Klonimir Skalka gives an account 
of the application of modern educational principles, based on the doctrine of historical mate- 
rialism and related to political and social factors. He closely examines the manner in which 
these principles have been presented and taught. 


Discussing "Secondary school discipline", Ivan GuStak criticizes certain current methods, 
citing a number of practical examples, and advocates the adoption of a system of self-discip- 
line freely consented to by the pupils, 


Dealing with ''The réle of ideas in teaching", Borivoje Ljubobratovi¢ emphasizes the im- 
portance of the teacher's personality and the choice and presentation of the subjects taught. 
He illustrates his remarks with numerous examples, both negative and positive, taken from 
all fields of education,

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Djordje Mazuran's report is entitled ''The school and mass organizations". He deals 
first with youth organizations, the tasks which they must perform for the welfare of the 
people, their contribution to the education of secondary school pupils and the duty of teachers 
to be thoroughly conversant with the aims, structure and methods of the Anti-Fascist Youth 
Federation, so that they can help this organization to carry out its tasks, The second part 
of the report is devoted to the functions of the trade union organizations in the field of school 
education, and more particularly their réle in the training of teachers. The relationship bet- 
ween headmasters and the trade unions and teachers, and relations between the school and 
the family, are discussed from the theoretical and practical points of view. 


Maja Veseli deals with a similar subject in "The management of secondary schools", 
which defines the qualities required by headmasters for the successful fulfilment of their 
work: a knowledge of realities, efficiency, technical competence, a sense of personal res- 
ponsibility and firmness in seeing that duties are carried out. These remarks are illus- 
trated with a number of precise and concrete examples. 


The work as a whole gives a clear idea of the spirit and structure of secondary educa- 
tion in Yugoslavia.

This volume groups together the working documents of the Federal Conference on Secon- 
dary Education, held in 1948, 


Ivan Lerik's report compares the status of general secondary education in Yugoslavia 
during the pre-war period and today. 


Ivan GuStak, after criticizing the old curricula, considers the disciplines and subjects 
that should be included in the new curricula of the gimnazija and in those of the klasicna 
gimnazija. He lays stress on the different kind of underlying principle which must inspire the 
teaching given at each of these types of school according to the tasks of each, 


Discussing the educational methods employed in secondary schools, Dr. Kosta Grubacic 
describes the characteristics of the various systems: formal method, Socratic method, ex- 
perimental method, combined method. He shows that the choice must be determined in each 
specific case by the nature of the subject dealt with and the object of the discipline taught, the 
constant aim being to give lively instruction of a polytechnic" nature. * 


Ivo Frol's report on the réle of ideological and scientific factors in education constitutes 
one of the main contributions to post-war educational literature, The report centres round a 
single theme: the whole of education, every lesson and every discipline, from the teaching of 
the mother tongue to that of the mathematical and natural sciences, must be a step in the ideo- 
logical ladder leading towards the development of political consciousness. In order to satisfy 
the ideological and scientific requirements it is intended to meet, education must ensure the 
complete training of the pupil, his personality, character and moral sense; it must imbue 
him with the highest form of patriotism and give him a clear idea of his social responsibilities. 
The teacher must free himself from every kind of formalism and verbalism, acquire as uni- 
versal a culture as possible, familiarize himself with the laws of social evolution and possess 
at least an elementary knowledge of the theories of Marx and Lenin. With the help of concrete 
examples taken from every field of life, he will relate his teaching to contemporary realities, 
particularly to the construction of socialism and to the struggle of the Yugoslav peoples for the 
consolidation of democracy, lasting peace and the freedom and independence of the party. 


This work also contains curricula and syllabuses for all the disciplines taught in the eight- 
year secondary schools, 
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Pataki, Stjepan. Uvod u op¢u pedagogiju. Zagreb, PedagoSko-knjizevni zbor, 1948, 151 
pages. 





Directly tackling the problems relating to modern socialist pedagogy, the author shows 
that education reflects the social system in which it operates. Thus, for instance, in capita- 
list, feudal and slave societies, education bears the stamp of a definite class, whereas, in 
the socialist society, conditions are now being established for the first time which offer all 
classes of society equal access to education - the conditions for a complete democratization 
of education, 


Owing to the fundamental changes which have occurred in the life of the country since the 
Yugoslav peoples began to free themselves from oppression (exercised within the country as 
well as from outside), education and teaching occupy a leading place in the preoccupations of 
both the people and the authorities. The State, while developing a network of schools and 
cultural institutions, is introducing the new spirit of scientific socialism into education, The 
Constitution of the Federal People's Republic of Yugoslavia places socialist pedagogy on a 
firm basis. The principle of the democratization of education and culture, by virtue of which 
instruction must be open to all, makes it possible to demand the effective enforcement of com- 
pulsory schooling, first in the primary schools, and then at the Osmoletka (eight-year 
school), which is the people's school par excellence, 





Examining the aims of education and the mission of the school, the author points out that 
the school must aim at the individual's complete development, which implies the education of 
his physical and intellectual faculties and the inculcation of enlightened ideas about the world, 
in terms of dialectical and historical materialism. In the socialist society, one of the school's 
main tasks is toestablish a close link between education on the one hand, and, on the other, 
social life and social, economic, political and cultural action towards the construction and 
consolidation of socialism; the question of ''polytechnic education" here becomes of the grea- 
test importance. In conclusion, Pataki maintains that a proletarian morality, which is the 
antithesis of the traditional morality, is establishing itself in the Yugoslav socialist State and 
that this morality is conducive to the development of a new kind of patriotism, whose spirit is 
closely related to that of internationalism,

In this report, which he presented in January 1950 to the IIIrd Plenary Session of the 
Central Committee of the Yugoslav Communist Party, the author gives an account of the pro- 
gress effected in the field of public education and, incidentally, points out a number of short- 
comings and errors. Educational policy has been historically determined by the following: 
the people's revolution, the construction of the socialist State, and the positive acquisitions 
inherited from the past in the fields of instruction, education and culture. This policy must 
ensure the training of the socialist, the citizen of the new Yugoslavia. It is necessary to con- 
tinue improving the educational system, and make efforts to ensure the effective application 
of the principle of eight years' compulsory schooling in all the federated republics, without 
neglecting pre-school and out-of-school education, One of the most urgent needs is to revise 
the school curricula and draft new textbooks. In the field Of ideology, the fundamental task is 
to apply the rules of dialectical and historical materialism to every branch of science and cul- 
ture. 


It is necessary, in secondary and higher education, to intensify instruction with regard to 
a certain group of disciplines before committing the pupil to too rigid a specialization. Pro- 
blems of organization, pedagogy and ideology must be raised and resolved in terms of living 
realities, while taking care to avoid the dangers of narrowness, bureaucracy, and opportu- 
nism. It is necessary to ensure that the teachers' professional and ideological standard

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constantly improves; it is also necessary to enable recently graduated teachers to take over 

from their elders. This can be achieved by facilitating their promotion and stimulating them 

by improvement of their material conditions, without, however, permitting any incorrectness 
or any sectarianism towards their elders. 


In conclusion, Milovan Djilas maintains that socialist Yugoslavia will be able to estab- 
lish its new school system only through the combined efforts of the Communist Party and the 
people (mass organizations, parents and the people's authorities).

This work gives an account of the first Pedagogical Congress of the People's Republic of 
Slovenia, held at Bled in October 1950. 


One document is particularly interesting: the report presented by Ivan Regent, Minister 
of Education of the People's Republic of Slovenia, on the school situation in that Republic. 
Referring to the resolution adopted by the Central Committee of the Yugoslav Communist 
Party at its IIIrd Plenary Session, the author draws attention to the importance of general 
education, without which there can be no sound technical knowledge and no real professional 
competence, 


In January 1950, the People's Republic of Slovenia, which has a total population of one 
and a half million, had morethan 250,000 enrolled pupils: 206,775 (distributed among 1, 543 
schools with 4, 990 teachers) received general education, 7, 320 attended secondary vocational 
schools and approximately 28, 000 attended primary vocational schools. 


With regard to the curricula, drawn up by a special committee of the Council of Educa- 
tion, the author points out that they must be more closely related to economic and social fac- 
tors and that school education must constitute a unified system as regards both content and 
organization, 


After emphasizing the need for reasonable discipline in each school, the author notes that, 
in order to exercise the powers which they acquired as a result of the recent decentralization 
policy, the local and district people's committees have established school councils, each of 
which will be given responsibility for its school and the teaching given there. 


Skolstvo u FNR Jugoslaviji 1945-1951. Belgrad, Savet za nauku i kulturu Vlade FNRJ, 1952, 
260 pages.

This work, which gives a complete statistical table of the evolution of education in Yugos- 
lavia between 1945 and 1951, contains certain data permitting a comparison with one of the 
pre-war years (1939 or 1940). 


The statistics, classified according to category of school, relate both to the whole of 
Yugoslavia and to each of the federated republics. Numerous photographic documents illus- 
trate the damage suffered by schools and cultural institutions during the war, and the results 
achieved in the field of reconstruction, 


In the introduction, Ivo Frol, Vice-President of the Council of Science and Culture of the 
Government of the People's Federal Republic of Y ugoslavia, points out that the determination 
to make education accessible to all citizens became firmly established among the people dur- 
ing the war of liberation. Since then, the evolution of social democracy has steadily increased 
the desire of the masses to raise their intellectual level as far as possible. Educational insti- 
tutions, hitherto unknown in Yugoslavia, have been established: industrial schools, secondary 
vocational schools, workers! technical schools, eight-year schools, certain higher educatio- 
nal establishments. The curricula have been transformed, the textbooks revised, the libraries 
enriched. This, however, is only the outward aspect of the situation. Figures and statistics 
alone cannot reveal the spirit of the new schools, the new relations that are being established 
between the members of these schools, the réle of the social organizations, or the problems 
peculiar to socialist education; this is a task for research workers and educators.

In this thesis, Dragutin Frankovic studies the forms assumed in Yugoslav society and 
schools by socialist ideoiogy and the political concept of education, After a historical and 
critical account of the interpretation given by Soviet pedagogy to Marxist doctrines concern- 
ing the ideological and political content of education, the author recapitulates the main stages 
in the evolution of the theoretical interpretation and practical application in the schools of 
these doctrines in Yugoslavia. This work represents an important contribution to modern pe- 
dagogical literature. 


Mitrovich, Mitra and Tomsich, Vida. ‘Women and education in Yugoslavia’. Women and

Like the other two monographs (Chile and India) published in the same volume, the study 
on women's education in Yugoslavia was prepared for the XIVth International Conference on 
Public Education (Geneva, July 1953). After a brief review of the history and present struc- 
ture of Yugoslavia, the authors analyse the material and social causes of the backward status 
of women in pre-war Yugoslavia and indicate the changes that have occurred since then in 
their political, social and legal position: improvement in the conditions of life, work and edu- 
cation of women workers and peasants; the way in which equality between the sexes is ensured 
in practice, and not merely recognized by the law; the importance of the social and political 
réle of women, and the influence of the laws relating to maternity and childhood, Material 
poverty and obscurantism, two closely related scourges, are being gradually abolished through 
the building up of a new national economic system and activities undertaken in the field of edu- 
cation. 


The second part of this study describes the Yugoslav school system and more particularly 
the measures taken on the pre-school, school and extra-school levels for the maximum deve- 
lopment of women's education, Statistics and graphs illustrate the great scope of the work 
being done in this field.

A régime which is tending more and more to entrust to the working masses the direct 
exercise of administrative functions (by transferring the latter to the people's organizations) 
must endeavour to raise the workers' cultural level as far as possible, for, in the long run, 
the development of the country's productive forces will depend on the extent to which the 
workers are conscious of their mission. All human achievements - in the fields of culture, 
art and science - must be brought within the reach of the workers. The acquisition of the 
technical knowledge and skill necessary for the workers! self-administration presupposes the 
raising of the level of general elementary education: with the help of abundant statistics, the 
author shows the great progress that has been made in this direction and the new needs that 
are being felt. Lastly, dealing with questions of organization, the work gives precise informa- 
tion about the principles and methods of workers! education,

This report on the activities of the Societies for the Education and Protection of Yugoslav 
Children, between April 1952 and May 1954, emphasizes the duty of local communities to pro- 
mote the establishment of social institutions to supervise the education of children and ensure 
both the organization of their social life and leisure time, and the protection of their health. 

It is to be noted that 716 societies (200 for Serbia, 266 for Croatia, 112 for Slovenia, 96 for 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, 26 for Macedonia and 16 for Montenegro) group together thousands of 
parents, educators, administrators, doctors, etc., with a view to the education and protec- 
tion of children. In Serbia, for instance, the question of child labour in the country districts 
and various problems relating to pre-school education have been examined in detail, and, in 
Slovenia, very effective work has been done for the development of the pedagogic education of 
parents. 
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The report also deals with the question of the children's press and literature, the qua- 
lity of which must be improved as must also that of broadcasts and films for young people.

The public interest aroused by school reform leads the author to describe the existing 
situation of secondary education. The gymnasium, which is the most reactionary type of 
school, is an anachronism in the new social system which has been established in Yugoslavia. 
Since its foundation in the XVIth century, the gymnasium has kept its pupils remote from pro- 
ductive activities and has given them an idea of the world according to which it is quite moral 
to live at the expense of the community. The gymnasium has done much to create and deepen 
the gulf that exists between physical and intellectual work. A school of theory, whose sole 
task is to train civil servants, the gymnasium provides instruction which is far removed from 
any kind of general education, owing to its negative attitude towards the principal human ac- 
tivities. 


The author contrasts this out-of-date conception of secondary education with the demands 
of socialist society, in which every citizen must acquire the necessary ability to occupy, pri- 
marily, the place assigned to him in the field of production, and only secondarily an adminis- 
trative or other post. To that end, it is necessary to establish various types of schools whose 
pupils will be integrated naturally into the system of production, The differentiation of these 
schools (schools of mining, chemistry, architecture, pedagogy, painting, medicine, econo- 
mics, etc.) would keep pace with the economic development of the country. Essentially voca- 
tional, they would nevertheless be different from vocational schools in the traditional sense 
of the term: the socialist community must offer all its members, together with compulsory 
general education, the possibility of receiving as direct producers, if they so desire, advanced 
training in any discipline chosen by them. The osmoletka (eight-year school) would give 
every citizen basic physical and intellectual training and, at the same time, initiate him into 
the fundamental principles governing all productive activities. Thus provided with the rudi- 
ments of "polytechnic education", the young pupil of either sex should be in a position to qua- 
lify for the post which he or she wishes to occupy in one of the various branches of the national 
economy. Each citizen's possibilities of advancement would thus be in his own hands and the 
community would not therefore accept moral responsibility for individual failures. 


In conclusion, the author points out that, in the socialist society, general instruction and 
professional ability must become the two indissoluble elements of every kind of education; in 
other words, a completely new conception of general education, implying vocational instruc- 
tion, is coming into existence.

In 1953, the School Reform Commission established by the People's Assembly of the 
People's Federal Republic of Yugoslavia, carried out a survey on the self-administration of 
schools and other educational establishments. The present article first analyses the answers 
received with regard to the town and district councils of education and culture. The survey 
shows that in certain districts, these councils effectively exercise important deliberative 
functions, not only in the fields of pedagogy and education, but also in that of school adminis - 
tration, In other districts, however, their powers are too frequently of a purely advisory na- 
ture, particularly with regard to financial and staff questions. Thus, according to the author, 
it is necessary to redefine the functions of these democratic organs (which must be given full 
responsibility in their own field); specifically, the nature of their relations with the people's 
committees and with their own executive bodies (secretariats), their structure, mode of elec- 
tion, forms of organization and working methods - all problems on which the survey made 
numerous and valuable suggestions. 


With regard to headmasters, the survey shows that their activities are too frequently 
confined within the framework of daily administrative routine. In order to improve their re- 
cruitment, it is possible to retain the present method of appointment, or to elect them within 
the schools themselves, or allow the communes concerned to appoint them by competitive

means. The improvement of their material situation and the introduction of democratic re- 
forms into school administration are generally considered to be factors likely to stimulate 
recruitment. 


The answers concerning the teachers' councils seem to indicate that they cannot be ex- 
pected to form such an integral part of the life of the commune or constitute such an effective 
social factor as the school committees. It is the latter, in fact, which ought to become the 
directing agencies through which the community will be able to participate in the life of the 
schools, settle the questions confronting each school, ensure the social and hygienic protec- 
tion of the pupils, organize their cultural activities and leisure time, constantly improve edu- 
cation and raise its scientific, ideological and pedagogical level - always in close co-opera- 
tion, of course, with the teachers' councils. 


Lastly, the survey confirmed the great usefulness of parents' meetings (particularly in 
the rural districts) not only for the purpose of inducing parents to participate in school acti- 
vities, but also in order to give them pedagogic training. In this respect, the author advo- 
cates the establishment of pedagogic advisory centres at all the larger schools, as well as 
the dissemination of publications and the organization of talks and seminars for the benefit of 
parents.

The rapid and varied development of Yugoslav education has kept pace, since the national 
liberation, with the country's social and economic development and has led to the adoption 
of numerous new regulations; during the last ten years, these regulations have been frequently 
revised. The list drawn up by Marijan Filipovi¢ covers all the regulations promulgated bet- 
ween 1945 and the end of 1953, together with all the amendments, additions and corrections 
relating tothem. This list contains not only the texts of the regulations published in the of- 
ficial journals of the Federal Republic and of the federated republics, but also the main legis- 
lative and legal texts relating to education and the various circulars containing instructions 
on their application sent directly to the administrations and schools. These texts are given 
for all categories of education (from pre-school education to university education), estab- 
lishment (schools, pupils’ centres, boarding-schools, etc.) and staff. This is an excellent 
work of documentation.

The 1950 resolution indicated the general policy to be adopted for each of the three levels 
of education: primary, secondary and higher. The introduction of the system of eight years' 
compulsory schooling has led to the replacement of the former four-year primary school by 
the osmoletka (eight-year school), which is essentially the type of school which must provide 
f instruction for the workers. If certain people's republics cannot immediately adopt the sys- 
tem of eight years' compulsory schooling, they must establish six-year primary schools or, 
failing that, institute complementary two-year courses, The system of eight years' school- 
ing also embraces the apprenticeship schools, the primary industrial schools, etc.; but, 
whatever the type of establishment, the curricula are identical with those of the first cycle of 
secondary education, which enables the pupils to pass from any of these establishments to the 
al corresponding classes of the gymnasium, 


ntly In addition to the traditional type of gymnasium, the economic and social development of 
the country has led to the establishment of various types of vocational and technical schools, 
Lastly, the resolution assigns their respective tasks to the colleges and universities, the 
crowning point of an educational system whose unity is revealed by the fact that each type of 
1S~ establishment enables the pupil to pass on to the following level, up to and including univer- 
sity education,

Studying educational progress achieved in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the author, after es- 
tablishing a parallel between the present situation and that which existed before the war, notes 
that, despite the damage due to the war (80% of the buildings were destroyed or heavily da- 
maged), the number of schools, as well as of teachers and pupils, tripled during the years 
1945-1950. However, the increase of pupils resulting from the introduction of compulsory 
schooling raises serious problems with regard to school premises and teaching staff. The 
situation is even more serious in the fields of general secondary education and teacher 
training, On the other hand, the social origin of the pupils shows that the workers and pea- 
sants are more equitably represented; and the development of the vocational schools consi- 
derably helps the Republic in its march towards industrialization,

Education, as an organic element of social life, cannot remain stationary. New scientific 
knowledge demands new teaching methods, which should be tried out in the experimental schools 
(one for each republic) before the model schools (one for each district) are given the task of 
disseminating these methods among the teachers of the district. Experimental schools and 
model schools (whose recruitment should be strictly local in order to prevent the results of 
the research from being falsified by a selection of the pupils) would constitute veritable peda- 
gogical centres for their respective districts.

The osmoletka (eight-year school) having been adopted by all the republics except Slove- 
nia, the author examines the criticism and difficulties it has encountered in practice.

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to the classical distinction between primary and secondary education, the new school has fre- 
quently been regarded as an extension of the primary school and has been refused the pres- 
tige attaching to secondary education, Further criticism is based on psychological consider- 
ations (the presence, at the same school, of children of extremely different ages; the infe- 
rior quality of the instruction given by primary teachers, even in the large classes; etc, ). 
However, the unified school is of fundamental importance in the country's socio-economic de- 
velopment, for which it ensures uniformity of views, aspirations and methods, If material 
difficulties have not yet permitted all regions in Yugoslavia to adopt the osmoletka, the latter 
is none the less the socialist school par excellence.

Analysing the Statistical Bulletin No, 2, published by the Federal Statistical Bureau in 
1951 and devoted to the status of education in Yugoslavia, this article sums up the main sta- 
tistics concerning pre-school education, primary education (including minority schools), se- 
condary and vocational education, etc., between 1946 and 1951.

Studying the material situation of establishments for general education in Macedonia, the 
author quotes figures showing the shortage of school buildings (in spite of reconstruction 
work during the last ten years, many ruined buildings have still not been replaced), the need 
for school materials and supplies (at present only 50% of such needs are satisfied), the rapid 
increase in the number of enrolled pupils (quite considerable from the fifth school year on), 
and, lastly, the quantitative and qualitative inadequacy of the teachers.

The question of the reorganization of the gymnasia (i.e, the second four-year cycle of 
secondary education) is frequently discussed in Yugoslavia, At present there are two kinds 
of gymnasium - the classical eight-year gymnasium (klasitna gimnazija) and the four-year 
gymnasium of the second cycle (gimnazija). These do not seem to meet the social and eco- 
nomic needs of the country, or correspond to the interests and aptitudes of the pupils, The 
author notes that, although it is between 16 and 18 years of age that the psycho-physiological 
development of the adolescent leads him to reveal his preferences, the fundamental réle of an 
establishment of general education is not to prepare pupils for the specialized branches of 
higher education, He proposes, for the last two classes, a choice between general education 
(teaching based on the classical studies, history, plastic arts, foreign languages) and voca- 
tional education (teaching of a more scientific nature), Such a plan could obviously be applied 
only in the large gymnasia which have several large parallel classes.

The radical changes introduced into the Yugoslav school system between 1945 and 
1953 concerned organization and curricula much more than educational methods and material 
resources. The most urgent need is to formulate "a unified plan for both teaching and the 
curricula", which would prescribe the policy to be followed in the years to come. The ques- 
tion - which is not of a professional and pedagogical nature, but ideological and political (it is 
for society to fix the aims of education) - was placed before the People's Assembly of the Fe- 
deral People's Republic of Yugoslavia, which, on 22 May 1953, established a Commission for 
the reform of establishments of general education, In.this respect, the author considers that 
the contents of the curricula must be fixed by the community and that new educational methods 
based on team work must be tried out in the experimental schools.

This report, presented to a joint plenary session of the Primary Teachers! Association 
and the Secondary Teachers! Association (Belgrade, April 1953), deals with the problem of 
social self-administration in the schools, After the period of intense centralization which 
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followed on the Second World War, the resolution of the IIIrd Plenary Session of the Central 
Committee of the Yugoslav Communist Party marked the beginning of an era of decentraliza- 
tion and democratization in the cultural, educational and scientific fields. The councils es- 
tablished at the various levels (from the Council of Education attached to the Ministry of Edu- 
cation of each republic to the local school committees) have played an increasingly active 
part in school administration, without, however, achieving the complete independence advo- 
cated by the above-mentioned resolution. The schocl represents the basic independent unit, 
and it is at this level that the relevant decisions should be taken; this obviously implies en- 
lightened co-operation between the director, teachers, pupils and parents. 


B. PEDAGOGY

Within the framework of the research being carried out to improve the quality of teach- 
ing, the author analyses the real causes of formalism" in learning, in the hope of finding 
means of avoiding it. This formalism (which must not be confused with the didactic forma- 
lism of the XIXth century, nor with mere verbalism, nor even with ignorance) varies ac- 
cording to the age of the pupils and the level of their studies; although knowledge acquired 
formally is frequently precarious there are cases in which formal knowledge is lasting. The 
influence of formalism is felt not only in academic education, but also in moral, 'polytech- 
nic" and aesthetic education; hence the importance of this problem in the individual's com- 
plete training. 





Koritnik, Mladen, 'Problemi vanSkolskog odgoja dece. Savremena Skola, No, 1-2, 1952, 
page 134 et seq.

This is a report on the problems raised by the child's out-of-school education, The 
child's activities outside the school frequently exercise a decisive influence on the develop- 
ment of its personality; hence the importance of adapting these activities to the child's phy- 
sical and psychological needs, as well as to its aptitudes. After the family, youth organiza- 
tions(such as the Pioneers! Federation, Union of Boy Scouts and Alpinists, the Red Cross, 
Partisans, Gymnastic Societies and Sporting Associations) have an important réie to play in 
this field, in the same way as the adult associations interested in child education (Our Chil- 
dren, The Children's Friends, etc. ). Institutions connected with the schools (nurseries, 
children's establishments, rest-homes, holiday camps, school centres and canteens, etc. ) 
are lacking in material and in qualified staff. The schools themselves are not provided with 
adequate premises or material and the teachers are so overburdened with work that they are 
unable to encourage the pupils to undertake extra-school activities. Lastly. more attention 
should be paid to the children's press and literature, as well as to toys, films and broadcasts 
for children: in this field, questions of profit frequently constitute a difficult obstacle to over- 
come,

This handbook of general pedagogy, drafted by a group of experts of the People's Repub- 
lic of Croatia, is one of the first works of its kind to be published since the war for the use 
of teacher training schools. After pointing out that the fundamental aim of pedagogy based 
on Marxist-Leninist ideas is to ensure the physical, intellectual, moral and aesthetic educa- 
tion of the new socialist citizen within the framework of socialist society, this wo~k gives a 
detailed picture of the Yugoslav school system (including the minority schools), presents a 
portrait of the teacher, emphasizes the importance of his mission and the value of co- 
operation between the family and the school, discusses the question of extra-school activi- 
ties, gives a general outline of the organization of the Pioneers! sections, makes suggestions 
concerning the way to direct a school and, lastly, defines the tasks, methods and aspects of 
popular education, 
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C. TEACHING PROBLEMS

This report of the Council of Education and Culture gives a critical account of the changes 
introduced into the curricula and syllabuses of various types of schools, following on the 
widespread discussions which have been organized throughout the country.

In this report of January 1950, the Assistant Minister of Education of the Federal People's 
Republic of Yugoslavia, Ivo Frol, emphasizes that one of the fundamental tasks of Yugoslav 
education is to ensure the immediate transition from the system of seven years' compulsory 
schooling to the eight-year system which has just been instituted. The curricula and sylla- 
buses will have to be reorganized and made uniform for each type of school (each people's 
republic being allowed to adapt the federal standard programme to its own needs and capaci- 
ties), and new disciplines will be introduced into these curricula, A Pedagogical Institute 
will be established - an independent body instructed to carry out continuous research on edu- 
cation and promote its development, particularly by improving the curricula and preparing 
new textbooks, and specialized works and reviews, 


With regard to the transfer of certain functions to the schools themselves, the powers of 
the teachers! councils and those of the parent-teacher councils must be increased so that the 


schools will not be reduced to the level of mere instruments executing orders from above, 


Lastly, it is necessary to improve the material situation of teachers and ensure their 
wider participation in political and professional life. 


Segula, Iva. "Osmogodi$nje Skolovanje", Savremena Skola, No. 1-2, 1951. Belgrad. 





This article explains the educational situation of the People's Republic of Slovenia, the 
only Yugoslav People's Republic that has not adopted the osmoletka (eight-year school) asa 
means of giving effect to the principle of eight years' compulsory schooling; the system em- 
ployed in this Republic is that of the four-year primary school followed by the four-year se- 
condary school. In adopting this policy, it has ensured that all children shall have equal ac- 
cess to education, which, like that given at the osmoletka, follows a unified system as re- 
gards both its objects and its curricula, but the level of which has been raised by the main- 
tenance of the four-year secondary school. In order to re-establish equality between the town 
and country pupils, the large classes of the former sedmoletka (seven-year school), which 
had been transformed in many cases into seven-year primary schools, have been replaced 
everywhere by the four-year gymnasium,

This article examines the main problems raised by the adoption of the system of eight 
years' compulsory schooling: 


(a) the school buildings (insufficient in number even before the war, and heavily damaged 
during the fighting) have only gradually been reconstructed, since priority has been given to 
works essential for the country's economic development (a third of the classes are without 
classrooms, and the pupils have to be divided into two or even three groups, each of which 
occupies the available premises in rotation); (b) the training of teachers cannot keep pace 
with the increase in the number of pupils (in 1949-1950, more than eleven thousand classes 
without their own teachers had to be entrusted to teachers in charge of other classes; in the 
secondary schools, there is a lack of qualified teachers); (c) the methods of reform are iden- 
tical in all the republics, which have adopted the osmoletka (eight-year school), with the ex- 
ception of the People's Republic of Slovenia; the latter has decided in favour of a combined 
system, in which the four-year primary school is followed either by the four-year secondary 
school (corresponding to the end of the compulsory schooling period) or by the secondary

school providing a complete course (eight-year); (d) the lack of good textbooks hinders work 
and it is necessary to call upon the services of qualified persons to remedy this situation. 


Leko, Ivan, "Pitanje reforme naSe gimnazije". PedagoSki rad, No. 3-4, 1953. Zagreb. 





This article deals with the problem of the reform of general secondary education, The 
task of the traditional gymnasium was to provide a fund of general knowledge, and the pupil - 
too frequently passive - was taught by formal methods of instruction, If it is to answer the 
needs of socialist citizens and socialist society, secondary teaching must allow the pupil to 
use his own initiative and freely exercise his creative faculties. It is ''polytechnic educa- 
tion'' which must relate general education to production: by allowing the pupil to devote him- 
self freely to extra-school activities(either in scientific and literary groups, or in people's 
technical clubs; through work in laboratories or workshops, or in gardening; through 
school films and radio, etc. ), it makes him familiar with the fundamental principles of the 
various production processes and with the use of the methods appropriate to every system of 
production, The author considers that the secondary schools should remain establishments 
for general education, excluding all preoccupations of a vocational nature. 


However, pupils of the last two classes must be permitted to choose between instruction 
based on the sciences and instruction based on classical studies, 


Zaric, Radivoje. RadioiSkola. Belgrad, Izdanje "Znanje", 1953, 56 pages. 


In spite of the increasingly large réle played in Yugoslav education by radio and cinema, 
very few works on these media have been published in Yugoslavia. The author of the present 
work discusses the use of radio in schools. After referring to the position in other countries, 
he studies in detail the part played by radio in the teaching of various subjects, particularly 
music and foreign languages. He maintains that, for teaching purposes, it is necessary to co- 
ordinate the broadcasts with the curricula; while the radio cannot claim to replace the tea- 
cher, it can at least give him valuable assistance, 


Koleti¢, Marijan. "O projekciji i filmu u nastavi'. PedagoSki rad, No. 9-10, 1953, Zagreb. 





Discussing the use of lantern-slides and films as educational aids, the author points out 
that the psychology of perception differs for slides, animated cartoons and films. With re- 
gard to the criteria which educational films must satisfy, he refers to the principles formu- 
lated by the International Conference on Documentary Films (Vienna, 1931); the recommen- 
dations concerning the length of such films (a maximum of 500 metres) and the rate of pro- 
jection (a maximum of 100 metres every five minutes) still remain valid. After a series of 
systematic observations (how to teach children to view a film; how to integrate the use of 
lantern-slides and films into teaching; how to choose the most suitable moment for the utili- 
zation of each of these methods, etc. ), the author concludes by maintaining that the value of 
audio-visual aids depends, in the long run, on the teacher who uses them,

The use of films in Yugoslav education encounters certain material difficulties: the 
country has only one factory for cinematographic apparatus (and its limited production in- 
volves high cost prices), while the importation of foreign material is hindered by the lack of 
foreign currency and the existence of customs duties. Consequently, educators must use 
existing resources with great care. The author distinguishes between five main methods of 
presenting an educational film to pupils: (1) a screening attended by a large number of pupils 
belonging to different classes or sections, with a programme relating to several subjects (the 
films being subsequently commented on by each teacher or specialist in his class or section); 
(2) a screening attended by the pupils of various classes or sections studying the same subject 
(biology, for instance), with a programme relating exclusively to that subject; (3) a screening 
attended by the pupils of all the sections of the same class, with a programme relating to one 
or more subjects studied by the various sections of that class; (4) a screening attended by the 
pupils of only one section of a class, with a programme which is included, at the right moment, 
in the syllabus of a discipline studied by that section; (5) the screening of a film during the 
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lesson devoted to the subject dealt with in the film. In the first two cases, it is not necessary 
for the school to possess a projection apparatus; it can borrow this apparatus, and the films, 
from the school film library which exists in the principal town of each republic. In the other 
cases, the school must possess its own projection apparatus, since it has to be used almost 
every day; the films can be borrowed from a local school film library (which is attached to 
each town or district council of education and culture), or belong to the school itself. In all 
cases, it may be useful to supplement the film by filmstrips, a broadcast or a recorded pro- 
gramme,

This article emphasizes that the problem of "polytechnic education’ in establishments 


of general education has caused a certain amount of confusion among educators, owing to the 


various interpretations that have been made of the theories of Marx and Engels on this sub- 
ject. However, the possibilities of instituting ''polytechnic education'' depend less on the in- 
terpretation that can be given to the basic principle than on certain indispensable social 
conditions. Yugoslavia, which still maintains division of labour, cannot permit the pupils 
enrolled in its establishments of general education to participate directly in modern produc- 
tion; but it can establish a link between general education and active production by increas- 
ing the number of courses relating to disciplines (physics, chemistry, biology, mathematics, 
etc. ) whose principles are at the basis of the various methods of production, and by organiz- 
ing extra-school activities (research, work in the laboratories and workshops, gardening, 
periods of practical training in factories, etc. ) which enable the pupils to acquire a certain 
skill in the handling of tools and instruments in current use. To that end, the teachers must 
relate their instruction to the practical needs of everyday life, whereas the pupils! parents, 
and citizens in general, must co-operate more closely in school activities in order to estab- 
lish stronger links between the school and the community. 


D. THE VALUE OF IDEAS IN EDUCATION

Although the Yugoslav educational system as a whole is based on the socialist philosophy, 
the Council of Science and Culture has considered it advisable to establish, for each type of 
school, special courses explaining all the concepts arising from this philosophy and discuss- 
ing the moral and social problems which it must help to resolve. This new discipline, known 
as "social and moral education", is taught as part of a definite programme and using well- 
tried methods, which the author of the present article examines in detail, A free discussion 
in which every pupil takes part must be preferred to a mere exposition by the teacher, The 
example given by the teacher is of fundamental importance in this branch of instruction: the 
teacher cannot teach or discuss socialist philosophy unless he is convinced of its value and 
lives his own life in accordance with it.

In the report on the education of youth, which he presented to the IVth Plenary Session 
of the Central Committee of the Slovenian Communist Party, the author examines the prin- 
ciples of the Marxist education to be given to young people outside the schools, The social 
and moral education of youth is given within the framework of a unified organization of youth; 
this education must be based on persuasion and example rather than on rigid educational me- 
thods unconcerned with the needs and interests of young people. It is particularly necessary 
to develop a moral code and assign due importance to the moral principles on which family 
life is based. Young people must also be led to adopt a scientific view of the world, so that 
they will be able to refute religious propaganda. Education as a whole must promote a free 
exchange of ideas and a free choice of working methods, and exclude compulsion, routine 
and standardization. 
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E. TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


Bretoncelj, Ivan, '"Problemi strucnog Skolstva u NR Sloveniji". Savremena Skola, No. 9-10, 
1950.

This article describes the rapid development of technical education in Slovenia: in 1950, 
this branch of education grouped together approximately 35, 000 pupils in 189 primary voca- 
tional schools and 36 secondary vocational schools. On the administrative plane, the history 
of the control of these schools can be divided into three stages: (a) from 1945 to 1947, there 
was no unified organization nor even a plan of co-ordination; (b) between 1947 and 1950 the 
attachment of the primarv vocational schools to the Ministry of Labour represented the first 
efforts towards systematization; (c) since 1950, all vocational schools fall within the exclu- 
sive competence of the Ministry of Education. It was also in 1950 that each federated repub- 
lic, in accordance with the new policy of decentralization, became responsible for its tech- 
nical education, and the responsibility for the upkeep of the schools was transferred to the 
local authorities or the directors of each establishment. With regard to the curricula, the 
author feels that, before attempting to train experts, the vocational schools must give their 
pupils the general theoretical and practical knowledge which they will need for the exercise 
of their respective professions, Technical education requires teachers who are highly 
qualified from the pedagogical standpoint; one-year pedagogical courses have accordingly 
been organized for vocational school teachers,

In order to satisfy Bosnia's and Herzegovina's needs for skilled workers, a network of 
apprenticeship schools, whose courses are followed by approximately 80% of the young wor- 
kers, has been established. The author examines in detail the organization and adminis- 
tration of these schools and the main problems which they have to resolve, The general 
tendency, whenever possible, is to establish specialized schools for the teaching of a single 
profession. Owing to the lack of school buildings, the apprenticeship schools have had to be 
housed in primary and secondary establishments. The curricula have constantly improved 
since the Ministry of Labour took over the responsibility for them; the resulting uniformity 
leads the author to think that greater attention should be paid to the particular needs of each 
republic and even of each school, Eighty per cent of the staff still consists of assistant 
teachers, most of whom have had no pedagogical training.

This report, presented to the Central Council of the Yugoslav Trade Unions Federation, 
examines the gaps in the vocational, political and trade union training of young workers, 
From the purely material point of view, the primary vocational schools are granted consi- 
derably smaller funds than are the establishments of general education - which is an anomaly 
ina socialist country. Considering the educative and social importance of the centres and 
boarding schools for young workers, the author feels that special efforts should be made to 
ensure their development. The practical instruction given at the vocational schools is in- 
tended to relate school life closely to life at the enterprises where the pupils will be em- 
ployed; consequently, it would be advisable to ensure that the practical work of final-year 
pupils is done at these enterprises. In conclusion, the author maintains that the trade unions 
and the youth movements should take a greater interest in the education of young workers.

Analysing the conclusions of a survey carried out in 1952 on the future of vocational 
schools, the author emphasizes the minimum conditions that are necessary for their develop- 
ment: vocational schools must be terminal, specializing in the teaching of a single profes- 
sion and situated in a region where the actual working conditions are those of the profession 
concerned, The curricula must aim at training the skilled workers required by each fede- 
rated republic, it being understood that the industry will have to be responsible for the 
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further training of the pupils leaving these schools, so that they will be able to perform their 
new assignments. The conclusions of this survey were utilized for the drawing-up of the 
existing Decree-Law on vocational schools, Lastly, the author gives a general outline of the 
vocational schools, their spirit and objects, their conditions of entry, and the possibilities 
for increased knowledge which they offer to pupils.

After recalling the evolution of the apprenticeship schools, this booklet shows that, by 
virtue of the new law on apprenticeship, young workers in Yugoslavia enjoy legal protection 
against all forms of exploitation and oppression, The apprenticeship schools have a funda- 
mental réle to play, as they must not only provide skilled workers for the national economy, 
but also co-operate in the recruiting of pupils able to pursue their studies through the unified 
school system. This double mission obliges the apprenticeship schools to adopt curricula 
which accord an equal place to the practical and the theoretical knowledge required by the 
country's future skilled workers and intellectuals. In conclusion, the author notes that there 
is still much to be done in improving the quality of textbooks and the training of teachers, and 
in providing schools with adequate premises. 


F. TRAINING OF TEACHERS

This report, by the director of the Belgrade Higher Teacher Training School, sums up 
the activities of higher teacher training schools during the years following the liberation. As 
it is the task of these establishments to train teachers for the first and second cycles of secon- 
dary education, they have had to keep pace with the rapid development of this branch of educa- 
tion, particularly by training teachers able to teach several disciplines; the result has been 
an increase in the work of student teachers and a lowering of their cultural level. Since the 
adoption of the new curricula in 1948, the situation has definitely improved; however, the 
period of study (two years) is still too short and the examination system paralyses teaching. 
The author then gives an account of the working methods of the higher teacher training 
schools, both as regards the student teachers and the unenrolled students admitted to these 
schools since 1946, Lastly, he draws attention to the activities of the section of the Belgrade 
Higher Teacher Training School which is devoted to the training of teachers for specialized 
branches of education (teaching of the deaf and dumb, the blind, the handicapped etc. ),

In this article, the author expounds the principles which, in his opinion, should govern 
the pedagogical training of secondary teachers, At first, this training must be of botha 
theoretical and a practical nature, Theoretical training alone would merely provide book 
learning, whereas practical training alone would lead to routine; consequently, the future 
teacher must acquire a sound knowledge of the aims and tasks of secondary education, After 
discussing the knowledge and qualifications required of the future teacher, the author remarks 
that most of this knowledge is acquired during the student teacher's studies and at the faculty; 
but the link between theory and practice can only be established during the final years, when 
the specialized knowledge is detailed enough to enable the future teacher to realize how it 
should be applied to secondary teaching. Technical school teachers, also need pedagogical 
training; but, up to the present, there is no faculty able to provide them with it.

As the teacher training school must prepare the teacher for the complex and decisive 
réle which he will play in the people's education, it must endeavour to provide him with: (a) 
pedagogical training (theory and practice); (b) ideological and political training; (c) general 
instruction; (d) the possibility of acquainting himself with the arts (technical and otherwise). 
In the present situation, it is necessary to provide as rapidly as possible a large number of 
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teachers, who will have to train themselves and improve their own knowledge; but, as soon 

as the situation is stabilized, efforts will have to be made to increase the length of studies at 

the teacher training schools to five years. In the meantime, it is necessary to help teachers 

in active employment to improve their knowledge by organizing practical courses for them at 
pedagogical centres, as well as holiday courses, and by providing them with booklets and re- 
views of a professional nature, etc,

This report on the pedagogical training given at the higher teacher training schools was 
presented to the first Pedagogical Congress of the Federal People's Republic (Belgrade, May 
1952), The task of the higher teacher training schools is to prepare the teachers for the 
large classes of the osmoletka (eight-year school), Candidates must be holders of the school 
leaving-certificate or of a teacher training school diploma. The training, which is of univer- 
sity, standard, is both pedagogical and specialized. The author feels that the length of studies 
should be maintained at two years and that, in order to facilitate matters, recruitment should 
be extended to include candidates from among teachers already holding a teacher training 
school diploma; as these teachers have already received a good pedagogical training, it 
would be possible to shorten the course.

Dealing with the question of higher teacher training schools, which was discussed at the 
first Pedagogical Congress of the People's Federal Republic (Belgrade, May 1952), the au- 
thor of the present article puts the higher teacher training schools in their proper place in 
the Yugoslav school system. The material and pedagogical conditions of the primary schools 
are such that the teacher training schools must prepare teachers able to teach all disciplines. 
Right from the first cycle of secondary teaching, the pupil must acquire a general understand- 
ing of the different sciences, in order to prepare himself for the more advanced scientific and 
vocational training which he will receive later; in order to give a pedagogical training to the 
specialized teachers necessary for this teaching of disciplines, higher teacher training schools 
have been established in conjunction with the university faculties. Existing circumstances, 
and particularly the lack of teachers, have led the higher teacher training schools to prepare 
their pupils for the teaching of two or even three disciplines; but this is a task which is diffi- 
cult to carry out within the space of two years. Croatia and Montenegro have accordingly in- 
creased the length of the courses to three years. If we take into account the need for institut- 
ing a proper psycho-pedagogical training, it becomes obvious that the other federated repub- 
lics should follow this example.

Describing the system for the pedagogical training of secondary teachers in Croatia, the 
author shows that, in all the establishments providing this training, the students sit for a pre- 
liminary examination in general pedagogy and didactics; they are then authorized to carry 
out practical work, after which they sit for the final examinations which qualify them for spe- 
cialized teaching, Within the first five years after they have begun teaching, candidates must 
undergo an examination before a special committee in order to be confirmed in their posts, 
After pointing out certain defects in this system, the author suggests that it should be reor- 
ganized so as to entrust (1) the faculties with the task of ensuring the pedagogical and specia- 
lized training of students and (2) one or more independent bodies with the task of directing 
the practical work, which will enable future teachers to complete their practical training 
within the space of one year. These same bodies should be responsible for organizing the 
final examinations on this practical work.

G. PEOPLE'S EDUCATION 


Babovic, BoSko. "Osnovni zadaci narodnog prosve¢éivanja". Kulturni Zivot, No. 7-8, 1950, 
pages 1-22, Belgrad. 





The Assistant Minister for Science and Culture drew up a report on the fundamental 
tasks of national education; this report served as the basis of discussion at a Conference of 
the Serbian Federation of Educational and Cultural Associations (Belgrade, June 1950), 


After discussing the achievements and the shortcomings of popular education in the 
People's Republic of Serbia, the author pointed out that the eradication of illiteracy, pro- 
vided for in the five-year plan to be carried out by December 1951, still remained the pri- 
mary task. Between 1945 and 1949, more than 600, 000 illiterates had learnt to read and 
write, and, out of the 200, 000 illiterates still to be educated, 70, 318 had learnt the rudi- 
ments by June 1950. Among the methods already used or which could be used, mention must 
be made of the people's universities, the libraries and reading-rooms, the radio, press and 
cinema. Lastly, as the success of popular education largely depends on the activities of edu- 
cational and cultural associations, it is necessary to increase the number of these associa- 
tions and improve their organization.

1950 was the crucial year in the campaign for the eradication of illiteracy. Dealing more 
particularly with the work done for the education of 230, 000 Albanian-speaking illiterates in 
Kosmet (Kosova-Metohija region), the author describes the methods by which 148, 000 of 
these illiterates were taught to read and write between 1945 and 1950. Special commissions 
for the campaign against illiteracy were established and councils for education were set up 
within the framework of the local people's committees. This was done even in the smallest 
villages (where the committee was frequently composed of the teacher, a representative of 
the popular authorities, organizers ofcultural groups and, in some cases, two or three youth 
representatives), The district people's committees convened teachers! conferences, where 
the steps to be taken for popular education were decided upon and where every teacher under- 
took to take charge of a ccurse for illiterates and a course of general education, An inten- 
sive campaign was carried out in order to show the need for the eradication of illiteracy, to 
co-ordinate the activities of all the bodies concerned and to collect the necessary funds, At- 
tention must be drawn to the establishment of a special group in the Ministry of Education, 
which, in conjunction with the Regional Commissariat for Education and Culture, established 
five regional groups, which, in their turn, were instructed to form district groups, each 
consisting of from fifteen to sixty members. The district groups then set up local groups, 
which, in turn, formed the village groups. The activities of all these groups were co-ordi- 
nated by instructors acting under the guidance of the Regional Commissariat for Education 
and Culture. The most difficult task was to recruit women organizers for the courses in- 
tended for Albanian-speaking women, and to persuade the latter that it was in their interest 
to profit by the courses specially instituted for them.

In this report, presented to the Central Council of the Yugoslav Trade Unions! Federa- 
tion in February 1952, the author shows that, in order to struggle against retrograde ten- 
dencies, it is necessary to instruct the working class in economic questions, Examining the 
efforts made in this direction, he expresses the opinion that this economic education is con- 
ceived in too limited a fashion, as it only benefits a restricted number of persons (members 
of the workers! councils, trade union officials, etc. ), In order to enable the majority of the 
workers to take a conscious part in the economic life of the nation, it would be necessary to 
establish a system of economic education adapted to the educational level of the various cate- 
gories of workers. In addition to the talks, courses and seminars devoted to this education, 
works for the popularization of education as well as informative booklets would be needed, 
and arrangements should be made with the trade union press to keep its readers in touch with 
economic development.

This article sums up the main points in the speech made by Dr. Milos Zanko, Minister- 
President of the Council for Education, Science and Culture of the People's Repubtlic of 
Croatia, at the Educational Congress heid in Zagreb in 1952. As the education of the people 
draws its strength from the material development of the country, the participation of the 
masses (workers! councils, producers! councils, etc. ) in the country's economic life re- 
quires that the general education of the whole people should be of a higher level; the tasks 
of national education are thus of historical, economic and cuitural value and form part ofa 
much vaster task - the construction of the socialist society. In order to strengthen and ex- 
tend popular education, it is necessary to enlist the services not only of educational and cul- 
tural associations, but also of all the social forces in the country.

Since the promulgation of the Law on Primary Education in the People's Republic of 
Croatia, rural primary schools have been playing a fundamental! rdéle in the cultural life of 
the rural districts, The teachers cf these schools receive support from the local organs of 
the People's Front, from educational and cultural associations and, lastly, from the quali- 
fied educators who, since the decentralization of the administrative services, have left the 
towns and industrial centres in order to devote themselves entirely to the country districts 
and villages. The youth movements, secondary and technical school pupils, and particularly 
students on vacation, can also contribute to this work with the help of the people's authorities, 
Beli¢é, Aleksandar, "Sta je uradio Kolaréev Narodni Univerzitet i Sta se od njega otekuje?"

Published on the occasion of the twentieth anniversary of the Kolarac People's University, 
this booklet gives a historical account of this private institution, founded in 1932 with the 
help of a bequest from a Belgrade merchant, Ilija Kolarac. Upto and during 1941, the teach- 
ing given at this institution was mainly related to literature and the arts. After the libera- 
tion, in 1945, the curriculum was completely reorganized; courses in chemistry, technology, 
and the political and social sciences were instituted, and are now in great favour with the pub- 
lic. In conclusion, the author maintains that people today are more interested in political, 
economic and social questions than in literature and the arts, A true cultural centre, the 
Kolarac People's University publishes works for the popularization of science (151 works 
were published between 1945 and 1952}, possesses a rich library and co-operates with other 
people's universities - particularly with those in the rural districts.

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This article is devoted to the people's universities and their aims. There is already a 
very large number of these institutions, although in most rural centres they are lacking, In 
the author's view it is regrettable that the curricula of certain people's universities do not 
pay sufficient attention to present-day problems. In addition to individual lectures (not al- 
ways a sufficiently effective method), it is necessary to organize regular series of lectures, 
courses for women, talks for young people, groups for the study of foreign languages, etc. 
Professional associations (primary and secondary teachers, doctors, engineers, jurists, 
economists, etc. } should co-operate with the people's universities, in the same way as poli 
tical organizations are now doing,

In this report on the discussions of the council of the Societies for the Education and Pro- 
tection of Children (Belgrade, December 1952), special attention should be directed to the 
discussion on the new school discipline known as "social and moral education" and on the 
strengthening of co-operation between the family and the school, It is the duty of extra-school 
institutions and youth organizations to exercise an influence on their members and the parents 
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of pupils so that, fully aware of their responsibilities, all the citizens will co-operate with 
the teachers, In particular, parents belonging to a school council should take a more active 
part in the administration of the school. 


There is considerable discussion on the question of school canteens, which decreased 
in number from 3, 267 in February 1951 to 162 in June 1952, when assistance from UNICEF 
(United Nations International Children's Emergency Fund) came to an end. In view of the 
social and educational importance of school canteens, in the industrial centres as well as in 
the rural areas, they should be integrated into school life, so as to keep the pupils together 
at school for the whole day. 


Lastly, the Societies for the Education and Protection of Children should co-operate 
with the trade unions and popular youth movements in fitting up centres and boarding-schools 
for apprentices.

In this work on the methods of providing the people with health education, the author 
maintains that specialists alone cannot execute all the tasks involved in health activities, 
particularly in the field of preventive medicine, The public has precise duties to perform 
and must be instructed in them; this implies that the medical staff must receive sufficient 
pedagogical training to be able to give such instruction, With this in view, the author ex- 
pounds the methodology of health education, withta number of concrete examples. In con- 
clusion, he lays particular stress on health education at home, at school and in the army.

This article, after describing the aims and tasks of workers! universities, examines the 
relations between these new cultural institutions and the other bodies devoted to adult educa- 
tion (people's universities, trade unions, etc. ), The curricula of the workers! universities 
relate to economic problems, international questions, hygiene and medicine, literature, na- 
tural sciences and the arts; their activities comprise lectures followed by public discussion 
on present-day problems, group studies, and courses in modern languages, supplemented by 
film screenings, visits to museums, exhibitions, experimental work, etc. All these activi- 
ties, which are still too frequently improvised, must be made more effective by the estab- 
lishment of permanent institutions, whose graduates - specially trained for that purpose - 
will devote themselves wholly and systematically to the economic and general education of 
the working class,

This article gives an account of the activities of the Educational and Cultural Society 
(''Prosvjeta'') in the Serbian villages in Croatia, It emphasizes the need for more effective 
help from the local political organizations, The numerous sub-committees of the ''Prosv- 
jeta'' take an active part in the work of educating the people in rural areas by establishing 
libraries and reading-rooms, and by constructing cultural centres, schools, etc. 


H. FAMILY EDUCATION

In this brief discussion of the educator's réle in the social training of young people, the 
author examines the relations between society and the family and the evolution of family edu- 
cation since the war. Before the war, educators were already taking an interest in family

education; but their activities in this field were mistrusted, particularly by the clergy. 
Henceforth, family relations must reflect the relations existing between the members of 
socialist society: the family must not live remote from social life, but must actively parti- 
cipate in it. After defining the aims and methods of family education so conceived, the au- 
thor, with the help of concrete examples, shows the nature of the co-operation which should 
be established between the school and the parents: the latter must be made aware of their 
responsibility towards the education of their children, particularly as it is in the interest of 
the school and the community to receive the parents! co-operation in their educational efforts.

The first part of this work on the education of children in Yugoslavia deals with educa- 
tion in general and the nature of education. The family plays a decisive part in the child's 
training, and the author regards it as the fundamental factor in the regular development of 
the child, in view of his future integration into social life. However, parents are not suffi- 
ciently trained for their mission as educators; consequently, in the second part of this work, 
the author deals with family education, Parents must be informed of the aims of education 
and of their responsibilities towards the physical, intellectual, moral, aesthetic and vocatio- 
nal training of their children. They must learn to know their children better, and they can do 
so only by instructing themselves in pedagogy. In the third part, the author indicates the me- 
thods which he considers suitable for improving family education,

In May 1952, the first Pedagogical Congress of the Federal People's Republic of Yugos- 
lavia was held in Belgrade. Spase Cucuk's report on family education was presented to and 
examined by this Congress. The author remarks that family education is a social phenome- 
non whose evolution follows closely upon that of the family. Whereas in primitive communi- 
ties education was the same for all children, the development of modern society, split up 
into classes, has led to a differentiation in the education which children receive, The in- 
fluence exercised by parents and family life on the development of the child's personality 
has been emphasized by such eminent pedagogues as Komensky, Pestalozzi, Marx, Bié- 
linsky and Makarenko, Family education begins at the child's birth and continues by succes- 
sive stages - each of which must conform to the conditions of his physical and psychological 
development - until he starts school. Nevertheless, it would be a serious error to imagine 
that family education ceases as soon as the child begins to attend school: at that point it 
takes the form of close co-operation between teachers and parents, with a view to the full 
realization of the aims of education. Meetings of parents and teachers constitute a good 
school for the parents and, for the teachers, a means of getting to know the family environ- 
ment in which their pupils live. 


The presentation of this report was followed by very fruitful discussions. Risto Popovic, 
for instance, pointed out that family life still bore the mark of a past whose negative influence 
on the education of children of pre-school age, and even of school age, required the mobiliza- 
tion of all the means at society's disposal in order to develop the parents! sense of responsi- 
bility in the matter of education, Mladen Koritnik regretted that family education had been 
relegated to the background of pedagogical preoccupations, for, during the period of transi- 
tion through which the country was passing, the relations between the family and the school 
remained very complex; whereas the school had been able to adapt itself to the new mode of 
life, the family was still under the influence of the spirit of the past. Brana Veljkovic, on the 
other hand, felt that too much was being expected from the pedagogical education of parents; 
as the child's physical and moral education was of fundamental importance, attention should 
rather be given to developing a network of pre-school educational institutions and even of re- 
establishing them in such regions as Macedonia where they had completely disappeared. 
Branka Savié did not think that the present-day family could be described as the future socia- 
list family: it was evolving in that direction, and that was why the only useful method at the 
moment lay in the simultaneous re-education of parents and children, Tatjana Marinic felt 
that pre-school education constituted the basis of all education and that it was becoming an 
absolute necessity in a socialist society, where women were called upon to participate in 
economic life: in these circumstances, the education of the child was no longer a family 
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matter but one that concerned the whole of society. Gavro Subotic remarked that family edu- 
cation was the most neglected part of pedagogical science; but he did not agree with those 
who maintained that the family was a more effective educational factor than the school. Last- 
ly, Nada Suéevic recommended the establishment, in all the federated republics, of consulta- 
tive centres, like the one in Zagreb, where psychologists, psychiatrists, pediatricians and 
specialists on handicapped children were making an important contribution to a solution of 
the difficulties raised, in the field of education, by the children of particularly backward or 
disorganized families. 


i, PHYSICAL TRAINING

In this article on the physical training of schoolchildren, the author points out that phy- 
sical training does not consist exclusively in physical exercises, but must aim at the indivi- 
dual's complete development, Marx and Engels had already noted that physical training oc- 
cupied a place in every educational system, along with intellectual and technical training. 
However, although existing society wants the school to provide youth with general instruction 
enabling it to perform all its social tasks, there are still numerous pedagogues who regard 
physical training as something quite accessory. Nevertheless, certain republics have rea- 
lized its importance; in the XIXth century, for instance, school legislation made physical 
training compulsory in Croatian schools. The new Yugoslav curricula accord an important 
place to physical training: physical training courses are included in the official school time- 
table (two hours per week, and even three in the People's Republic of Slovenia), and open- 
air activities are organized in out-of-school periods (three hours per week), Whereas the 
physical training courses are intended mainly to ensure the pupils' physical development, the 
open-air activities (excursions, sports, etc. ) enable teachers to illustrate their courses by 
concrete examples, and to become better acquainted with the character of their pupils by ob- 
serving their behaviour during games and competitive sport.

Dealing with the educational value of physical training, this article indicates its two aims 
to develop the body and to train the mind. In fact, it is not only a school discipline(with nu- 
merous points in common with the teaching of hygiene, biology, anthropology, etc.), but also 
an extra-school discipline (open-air activities, sports), The establishment of sports associa- 
tions is to be recommended, provided that they do not monopolize the pupils' time to the ex- 
tent of preventing them from taking part in the collective activities of their respective schools. 
Consequently, physical training must be organized methodically and rationally; its tasks and 
methods must conform to those of general education. Here, as elsewhere, theory must, of 
course, be closely related to practice, for theory is confirmed and justified only by its con- 
crete results.
